Medieval Castle Newly Built 

It took 250 studio technicians and 30,000 hours of 
painstaking labor to construct a 14th Century medieval 
castle over which Lord Erland Maneskold, played by 
Christopher Kent, could preside in Film Classics’ "The 
Wind Is My Lover,” coming to the.Theatre on. 

The castle, around which most of the action of the movie 
is centered, is an awesome structure. Producers Lorens 
Marmstedt and Alf Jorgensen decided that the importance 
of the castle as a motivating force in the plot warranted a 
structure of complete authenticity. Accordingly, experts 
in medieval architecture were hired and a 14th Century 
castle was built according to specification. 

When it was finished, it stood five stories high and had 
ramparts, a drawbridge and all the necessary appurtenances. 
Measures were taken not only to make the castle historically 
authentic, but also to make it sturdy enough to withstand the 
storming of its battlements and ramparts by hordes of gypsy 
marauders, which marks the exciting climax of the movie. 

The gypsy camp, on the other hand, was ready and wait¬ 
ing. These scenes were filmed in their original locale just 
outside Stockholm, where a gypsy tribe has its haunt. 



A Maun ting Zale of 
Bare Beauty 

(Prepared Review) 

Film Classics' “The Wind Is My Lover/' 

which arrived yesterday at the. . 

Theatre, is a strangely fascinating drama of 
undying love which will find a place in the 
heart of every moviegoer. The intense brood¬ 
ing quality which pervades the film and the 
bleak, naked scenery against which the story 
unfolds are reminiscent of “Wuthering 
Heights/' and are dominant factors in setting 
the mood for this hauntingly beautiful tale of 
tragic love. 

This is Sweden's most ambitious production 
to date, and the first one to bid for an inter¬ 
national market. The story, performances, 
gigantic battle scenes, magnificent sets and 
photography of rare beauty stamp this film 
with earmarks of greatness. Viveca Lindfors 
and Christopher Kent, two of Hollywood's 
newest and most exciting personalities, are 
cast in the title roles. 

Based on a novel by Viktor Rydberg, which 
has its origin in a 14th Century Swedish Leg¬ 
end, “The Wind Is My Lover" tells the story of 
Lord Erland Maneskold and Singoalla, a beau¬ 
tiful gypsy, who defy the world for their love. 

Viveca Lindfors is ravishing as the passion¬ 
ate gypsy whose love for a nobleman is her 
undoing. She breathes life and fire into a diffi¬ 
cult role. Christopher Kent, as the ill-starred 
lover, brings an intensity to his role which 
enhances the mood of the story. The sensitive 
direction of Christian Jaque has captured the 
tragic doom which hangs over the lovers like 
a pall. There is a wildness of gesture and 
speech in his gypsy mob scenes which is in 
brilliant contrast to the desolate grandeur of 
the Swedish landscape. Christian Matras' pho¬ 
tography is superb.

There is more fact than fiction behind Film Classics’ "The 
Wind Is My Lover,” now playing at the.Theatre. 

Based on a romantic novel, "Singoalla,” by Vikt.or Ryd¬ 
berg, and starring Viveca Lindfors, as a beautiful gypsy 
girl, and Christopher Kent, as a handsome young lord who 
falls passionately in love with her, "The Wind Is My 
Lover” stems from an old Swedish legend. 

According to this legend, there once lived a ravishing 
gypsy named Singoalla who so dazzled a nobleman’s son 
that he abandoned all his worldly possessions and followed 
her in the name of love. Producers Lorens Marmsted and 
Alf Jorgensen who have long been intrigued by the story 
decided to make it into a film. Entitled, "The Wind Is My 
Lover,” and released in this country under the Film Classics’ 
banner, the movie is Sweden’s most ambitious production 
to date. 

Director Christian Jaque engaged Swedish-born Viveca 
Lindfors, who is well known to American audiences, to 
play the role of the fiery gypsy, Singoalla. The part of the 
nobleman’s son was played by Christopher Kent, the 
Swedish star who tarried in Hollywood long enough to 
make his American film debut in "Madame Bovary.”

The climatic scene of this romantic drama 
(.ills for a tribe of gypsy marauders to storm the 
t.islle stronghold of Lord Maneskold and his 
people. Jaque hired an entire gypsy camp, sup¬ 
plied them with all equipment, including cross¬ 
bows, arrows and battle-axes, and instructed 
I hem to give the scene everything they had. 

The gypsies complied by acting as though 
they were the 201st Airborne Paratroopers lift¬ 
ing the seige at the Battle of the Bulge. They 
indeed gave the scene everything they had—and 
then some. In fact, they became so expert in 
violence that Jaque called a halt to the hostili¬ 
ties in order to give the stretcher bearers time 
to evacuate the wounded.

VIVECA LINDFORS, the vivacious blue-eyed Swedish star, 
who plays the role in Singoalla, the fiery gypsy who falls in love 
with a nobleman in Film Classics' romantic tragedy, “The Wind 

Is My Lover," now playing at the..Theatre, 

belongs to that Swedish galaxy of cinema stars which includes 
Greta Garbo, Ingrid Bergman, Signe Hasso and Marta Toren. 

Miss Lindfors made her American debut in Warner Bros. “To 
The Victor," co-starring with Dennis Morgan. Other appearances 
soon followed in “The Adventures of Don Juan," “Night Unto 
Night" and “Somewhere In The City." Like her glamorous prede¬ 
cessors, Viveca is also a graduate of the Royal Dramatic Training 
School in Stockholm, Sweden. 

Her performance in “French Without Tears," albeit a minor 
one, brought her other film offers. It was during this period that 
Katherine Brown, the agent who discovered Ingrid Bergman, 
cabled enthusiastic praise of the young Swedish star to Warner 
Bros. A special screen test was flown to America and won a 
Hollywood contract for Viveca Lindfors.

CHRISTOPHER KENT, who was offered the chance to play 
the role of the ill-fated lover in Film Classics' “The Wind Is My 

Lover," coming to the.Theatre on., 

by Christian Jaque, the noted French director, decided it was time 
to leave Hollywood. 

The opportunity to portray Lord Erland Maneskold, the mad 
nobleman in the novel “Singoalla," upon which the film is based, 
intrigued the blond Swedish actor. So, although Kent had been in 
Hollywood only long enough to have his name changed from A If 
Kjellin, and to make one picture, M.G.M.'s “Madame Bovary," he 
packed up his belongings and went back to Sweden. 

Kent scored an outstanding success in his American debut 
when he appeared as the tormented lover in the Swedish film, 
“Torment." A product of Swedish stock companies, Kent has 
appeared with Ingrid Bergman and Signe Hasso.

writing and directing the English dialogue for the picture. 

Brent is well known on both the American and English stage 
as an actor and author.

He had no 
thoughts of a movie career until Christian 
Jaque, on a continental search for a boy to play 
the role of Sorgbarn, discovered him in Paris. 
One look at the boy’s mournful, black eyes, his 
forlorn little figure, and Jaque knew that 
Johnny was the right one to play the role of the 
child born of the tragic love affair between the 
handsome young nobleman and the beautiful 
gypsy girl.

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Notes on film vers Lous of "'Siugoalla' 1 


This is a visually stunning film with a haunting score, truly a lost das sic, [n most countries this film was released as Siugoalla and ran over 100 
minutes. In Britain it was released as The Win d is My Lover and in the USA as Gypsy Fury. These English language versions were cut to only 63 
minutes. (There may also have been an alternative title in Britain, The Mask and the Sword.} 

Page 3 of this booklet has a good summary oftheplotbut omits references to the plague, which is an important part of the story in the longer Swedish 
and French versions. This subplot is as follows: A deadly plague is sweeping the land, and a rumour circulates that a child is the cause of the plague. 
Singoalla s 9-year-old son Sorgbam (“bom of sorrow*) is suspected and subsequently ostracized. The scenes of the plague add to this story's overall 
s ens e of do om. N ear the end of the film the gyp sies also blam e the plague on the ill -fated love between Singoalla and Erland ten years earli er. Another 
plot difference: in the Swedish/French versions the young nobleman Erland is not only lonely and brooding (reminscent of Hamlet}, but behaves 
violently while walking in his sleep. The shorter American/British version omits such complications until he goes mad near the end of the film. 


The Swedish version of this film, Singoalla is now available on DVD in Sweden, This beautifully restored edition seems to me to be the purest 
version of the director's original intent In Britain this film can be ordered from several online Swedish shops. In the USA I could only find one Swedish 
shop whi ch woul d ship to the USA: B engans.com. (Click at the top for "outsi de the E U y .} It i s not neces sarv to speak Swedi sh to enj oy thi s marv el ous 
film. Just read the summary on page 3 and the additional notes above. Dialog is kept to a minimum, and the dreamlike, fairy tale visual effects and music 
score move this exciting story forward. Note the Swedish DVD also includes an alternative English language final reel with a “happy ending", but I doubt 
thi s v ersi on was ever r el eas ed in the USA or el s ewhere. Certainly the Am eri can v erst on I saw on two o ccasi ons had the tragi c ending like the BritL sh 
version des crib ed o n p age 3. 


The American version (first reel only] of this film, Gypsy Fury, is available on Youtube. If any one has any other reels, please contact me. 

The French version of this film, SipgoaHa, is available on Youtube. Itis not necessary to speak French to enjoy this film. Just read the summary on 
page 3 and the additional notes above. Most of the cast are the same as in the Swedish and English language versions, but the lead is played by Michel 
Auclair rather than Alf Kj ellin (Chri stopher Kent]. Pi cture quality i s fine on a computer but grainy on a large TV s creen - dial down the TV s sharpnes s 
setting accordingly.
